That a larger number of families are em-
ploying servants, and that women are {ind-
ing better employment than in the capacity
of cooks, housekeepers and all-round do-
mestice. [ could make a mint of money by

finding employment for immigrants and
importing them under contract if it was al-

Jowable. We have a great many calls for
domestics. Yes, servants are paid good
wages from the start. The greenest
German, Norwegian, Swiss and other
women who ecannot speak a word of
our language, and who must of neces-
sity be a great drawback till they can be
taught our language and ways, are paid
?‘Js week, at the lowest, and are given
odging affd board. Then they range up-
WATA in wages, some receiving as high as
a dollar aday. Two dollars a week is the
very lowest, however. Why, even that 1s
twice as much as they have been getting.
It is not often that a domestic in Europe,
any where, gets more than a dollar a week,
and she finds her own board and lodging.

“This is all the result of a general eleva-
tion of Awmerican women. Our poorer
classes are getting in better circumstances.
They do not have to send their girls ont to
work. lnstead, they are sent tu school
Then the mechanics and laberers are doing
well and marry our giris. Not half the
proportion of American girls now work out
as used te be hired for honse-work. It is
one of the best signs of the times.”

INTERESTING RELIC.

First Bell Rung in the New World Discov-
ered in Santo Domingo.

Special té the Indianapolis Jourual
Wasmxaron, Oct. 4.—The Bureau »>f
American Republics furnishes the follow-
ing about the first bell rung 1n America,
which is now in Washington, and will be
on exhibition at the world's fair: When
Columbus laid the foundations of Isabella,
San Domingo, the first settilement by Eu-
ropeans (if we except La Navidad, a merely
temporary stockade, with small garrisons,)
in the new world, the first structure to
receive serions attention was the church.
It was erected and christened within a few
months after the landing at Isabella in

December, 1493. In 149 a city was begun
in the royal plain of La Vega, and called
La Vega, or the city of the plains, whither,
doubtiess, was transported everything
portable in Isabella, which was soon aban-
doned to the solitude of the forest which
environed it. A church was likewise built
at La Vega, and it is thought that the
bell 1n the city of Isabella occupied a simi-
lar position in the belfry tower of La Vega.

In the year 1542 La Vega was destroyed
by a terrible earthquake and the city aban-
doned by such of the inhabitants as escaped.
More than 300 years passed away. One
day & man espiéd a bell in the branches of a
fig tree, & species that envelops everything
in its reach, and which had wrapped its
tronk around & portion of the belfry-tower
of the ruined church. - This bell had been
raised 1n the arms of the fig tree, and was
thus preserved from falling to the ground
and being buried out of sight. The bell
was secured and fora long time was pre-
served asa venerated relie, almost wor-
shiped by the superstitious natives of
Fanto Domingo. It finally eame into the
possession of Padre Bellini, a patriotio
priest of Santo Domingo eity, who hang it
in the chapel of his convent school. All
this was recorded in tho papers of that
time.

When Senor Galvar, the plenipotentiary
sent by Santo Domingo to negotiate for the
reciprocity treatv, was in Washington, he
gave to Mr. W. k. Curtis, chief in eharge
of the Latin-Awmerican department
of the exposition, a letter to the
heirs of Padre Bellini, requesting them asa
& great favor to allow the bell 1o come to
the [ 'nited SNtater. This was presented to
Senor HBellini, nephew of the late priest,
and an ex-president of the republie, who
courtoovsly allowed Mr. Ober, the Colum-
bian commissioner, to bring it away with
him, after receiving ample security for its
restoration at the close of the exposition.
It made tho voyage 1o New York in safety,
whence it was sent to Washington, where
it now liés awaiting the proper time for
transportation to Chicago.

This bel!l is of bronze, very small, bnt of
elegant workmaunship, eight inches high by
six and one-half across, and bears on the
surface an 1mage of Sau Maguil, to whom
it is dedicated, and the lester “}” in gold.
It is inferred that it was a gift to Colum-
bus from Ferdinand of Spain, husband of
Queen Isabelia.

HOODWINKED THE EMPEROR

Kaiser Wilhelm Informed the Queen
He Would Soon Advance on France,

But She Circumvented Her Warlike Grand-

son with au Autograph Letter to the
Czar—Gladstone Lenient with Lords.

——a—

STARTLING 1F TRUE,

Alleged Diplomacy by Which Queen Vie-
toria Averted War,

New York, Oct. 4.—The Berlin corre-
spondent of the Herald cabling his paper
says: 1 have aunthority to say that bad
1t not been for the excellent woman’s com-
mwon sense of Queen Victoria and the sound
judgment of the Czar, who, in the moment
of emergency, acted in perfect accord, Eu-
rope would perbapsat this very moment
be in the throes of War. The facts are
these: Last summer when Emperor Will-
am was at Osborne he one even ing asked
the Queen to accord him a confidential
conversation upon a matter of the utmost
importance. The request was granted, and
the Emperor said in substanc:

“I have something on my mind. I seek
your cousel. The situation in Germany is
intolerable. It cannot last twelve months

longer. The country cannot bear the
present finaneial strain required to keep up

its present fighting strength. Socialism is
dally assuming more terrible proportioas,
Germany’s allies, especially Italy, are no
longer able to keep up the present pace. The
strain is too great on them, France, on the
contrary, is becoming stronger and
stronger, but France is isolated. It is ab-
sclutely necessary that Germany should
seize the first occasion to declare war
upon her. The latest mowent to which
this can possibly be put off is the spring of
1802,

The Queen listened to all the Emperor
said, aud replied:

“As ‘long as I live 1 firmly hope
that peace will be maintaned. 1 am
now old, but atill feel that
my last years shall not be saddened
by blood tlowing 1n Europe. The responsi-
bility that rests upon you is a terrible one.
1t would, in my opinion, be criminal for
any sovereign or statesmaun to attempt to
precipitate events.” [

‘The conversation ended, the Queen that
evening sent for Lord Salisburypand in-
formed him of this strange conv?ﬁﬂliuu.
and desired him w talk with the Emperor
about it.

“| am afraid that would only makethings
woree, your tMajesty,” rephed Lord
Salisbary, “for I think if I attempted to
discuss the question, the Emperor might
cut matters short by taking me by the
shoulders and punhmg me out of the win-
dow. Besides, it might excite his Majesty
to do exactly the contrary to what 1 might
suggest.” .

“No,” continued Lord Salisbury, “there
is, i1n my opinion, only one thing to do—
writean autograph letter to the Czar, teli-
ing him frankiy what hasoccurred, and urg-
ing him, in the interests of the peace of
Europe, to lose no time 1n making a friendly
advance toward France in order to convince
Emperor William that REussia would not
consent to see France wantonly attacked.
This would cause the Emperor to
reflect, and, in my opinion, this is the most
effective way of preserving the peace. It
would be well,” continued Lord Salisbury,
“if England should also eimultaneously
make an advance toward France.” _

The Queen at once followed Lord Salis-
bary's advice. A confidential envoy was
forthwith intrusted with the Queen’s
autograph letter to the Czar. The Czar
fully appreciated the criticalsitnation. The
Freuch fleet was then in Sweden. The
Czar immediately sent an invitation
for it to come to Cronstadt. The
Queen, at the same time, in-
vited the French fleet to visit Ports-
month, The rest 1s already a matter
of history. The above facts reach wme
from such personages and 1n such a
manner as to inspire the utmost confi-
dence. am not at hberty to dis-
close the sounrces of my information, but
were 1 to do so, they would ecarry with
them the ureantest weight in London, as
well as in Berlin. With this comment 1
send you the above bit of history for what
it is worth.”

Some
of the more radical leaders say that
to make a fight against the House of
Lords on such an issue would bLe 10
strengthen 1t by calling to the support of
the Lords all the electors who are opposed
to Irish separation, thereby giving the
Lords a prestige as champions of the un-
jonist canse. What the Hadicals want is
to raise the question whether the House of
Lords has a right to exist, on the merits of
the question alone, and without any bhandi-
capping.

Anpother point in Mr. Giadstone's speech
that bas displeased many is that he advo-
cated pay for members of Parliament only
where these members were labor candi-
dates, or too poor to support themselves,
this being the inference to be drawn from
his utterances. What the large majority of
the Liberals wantis a salary for all mem-
bers, rich or poor, ns ctherwise a payment
to povor members only would look like a
dolein the way of charity. Altowether, the
wore Liberals chew over Mr. Gladstone's
speech the less they like it, and the more
evident it seems that a division in the
party between the Radicals and Liberals
canunot long be avoided.

GENERAL FOREIGN

Russian Operations in the Southwest Cans-
ing Concern in Austria and Germany,

Bpecial to the Indianapolis Journal

Loxpox, Oct. 4.—A Berlin dispatch says
that frequent communications have passed
within forty-eight hours between Berlin
and Vienna, and the subject is believed to
be the operations of the Russians in the
southwest. Whatever may be the inten-
tions of Russia, everything 1s heing pre-
pared as if for war in that direction. 'The
reserves are out, ostensibly for drill; 240,000
men are on the banks of the Prath, or

within ten miles of that river, the Rubi-
con of Russo-Turkish war, and the Russian
forces are amply fitted with pontoons and
all the requisites for rapid advance into
the heart of the Balkan states. It is said
that Austria 1s in some doubt whether to
regard & Russian advance toward the Bal-
kans as a cause for war, and also whether,
in such an event, she could expect the co-
operation of Germany, and that this 1a one
reason for the frequent interchange of dis-
patches between the two capitals.
